PATENT MONOPOLY. 


Oldficld Reports to House a Bill to 

Prevent Inventors from Tyranniz- 

ing Over They Mean to Help. 
(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES ! 

WASHINGTON, August 8.—The 
Oldfield bill to revise the patent laws 
to meet the recent patent monopoly 
decision of the supreme court. was 
reported to the House today by Chair- 
man Oldfield of the patent committee. 

The ‘bill seeks to set aside the de- 
cision which insured the right to an 
inventor to stipulate the kind of ma- 
terial used or sold in connection with 
@® patented device. It seeks to cure 
alleged evils arising from the vender 

of a patented article fixing the price 
at which the article may be resold. 

The committee also attempted 
to prevent the suppression of patent- 
ed devices sold to manufacturers by 
inventors. The ability of manufac- 
turers to withhold an invention EB. 
the market is said to have rest 
competition. 

Referring to the supreme court de- 
cision, the committee says under the 
argument vanced by the venders 
of patented articles, a commiésion 
merchant could fix the price of eggs 
by dittributing them in a patented 
carton, or could fix the price of lard 
to the’consumer by naming a price 
at which the lard in a patented con- 
tainer could be retailed. 

It also says the logic, if carried 
further, would fix the price of a shave 
given in,a patented barber chair.

Snpervisore of Riverside 
Grant Owners Damages. 


Former Taz Collector Is 
Declared Not Guilty. 


Committee Collects Funds for 
New Electric Line. 


RIVERSIDE, Aug. %-—The deci- 
sion of the Board of Supervisors to 
awerd damages in the sum of $500 to 
non-consenting property owners in 
the Alberhill clay road controversy, it 
is believed, marks the beginning of 
a legal battle that will extend as 
far as the Supreme Court of the State.

WAY DISCOVERED TO MEASURE 
AN ELECTRON. 


Makes the Head Ache to Try to 
the Infinitesimal 


Comprehend 

Character of This. Basie of the 
Commonly Used Electric Current 
and the Manner of Its Isolation. 


(Kansas City Star:] When Prof. 
R. A. Millikan of the Ryerson Physi- 


cal Laboratory, at the University of | Sommods 


Chicago, announced a short time ago 
that he had discovered a way to 
isolate and accurately measure an 
electron, which is the smallest thing 
in the world, the scientific world im- 
mediately sat up and listened with 
all its ears. It had reason to, for 
this is an experimental feat that 
Practically every great physicist of 
the last two centuries has endeavored 
to accomplish, but without success. 

To the general public, however, 
Prof. Millikan’s discovery meant little 
or nothing. The average man, whose 
notion of something minute is a pin 
point or a grain of sand, declines to 
enthuse over anything as small as 
molecules, atoms, and the like. He 
doesn't want to contract a headache 
by the mere process of trying to 
g@mprehend such an infinitesimal 
particle as those which we are in- 
formed go to make up all the com- 
mon substances, while as 


Bot in thousand years. 
there is something fascinati 
tm the thought of a particle so sm 
that it would take 1000 of them laid 
side by side in a row, and then mag- 
nified a thousand times or more un- 
der a microscope, to make a speck 
large enough to be seen. This is true 
of a molecule, which the text books 
tell us ig the smallest particle of a 
substance that can exist sepdrately 
end still retain its composition and 
properties. In other words, it is a 
combination of two or more atoms 
of any element held together 
chemical attraction or affinity. It ie 
evident, therefore, that an atom is 
Smaller than a molecule. But even 
an atom is a long way from 
the smallest thing in the world. In 
fact. it is a perfect whale compared 
with the electron, which is nothing 
more nor less than a “particle” of 
electricity; for it is agreed by acien- | 
tists that electricity is just as definite- 
ly atomic as any other substance— 
& mass of iron for instance. 

According to Prof. Millikan there 
are hundreds of electrons in a single 
stom of the commonest substance, 
and the volume actually occupied by 
these electrons themselves is prob- 
ably as small in comparison with the 
volume of the atom, as is the volume 
ef the sun and the planets in com- 
parison with the whole volume of 
the solar system. Reduced to fig- 
ures, the diameter of a molecule is’ 
60000002 of a centimeter. But the 
diameter of an electron is about one- 
hundred thousandth that of a mole- 
cule. This means that 100,000,000 of 
them would have to be placed side 
by side in a row before even the most 
powerful microscope would reveal the 
speck thus made to the human eye. 

If that is not enough to give one 
an idea of the minuteness of an 
electron, let him reflect over this: If 
100,000,000 people began to count the 
mumber of electric atoms necessary 
to generate by electrolysis sufficient 
hydrogen to fill a child's toy balloon, 
and if they counted at the rate of 
100 a minute, and kept steadily at 
i. never stopping to eat or sieep, it 
would take these 100,000,000 hustlers 
something lke 4,000,000 years to 
complete the job. 

In measuring an electron it f first 
mecessary to isolate an ion. An ion 
is a molecule carrying one free elec- 
tron or atom of electricity. Prof. 
Millikan does this by means of an ap- 
paratus of his own invention. The 
apparatus consists essentially of a 
Gust free air chamber in which «a 
cloud of fine droplets of oll is blown 
with the ald of dust free air. One 
or more of the droplets of this cloud 
ie allowed to fall through a pin hole 
into the space between two plates of 
a horizontal air condenser, and the 
pin hole is then closed by means of 
an electromagnetically operated cov- 
ér. Three small glass windoWs are 
placed in the side of the condenser 
at the angular positions of 0 deg., 166 
deg. and 180 deg. A narrow paraliel 
beam of light from an are lamp en- 
ters the condenser through the first 
window and emerges from the last. 
The other window serves for observ- 
ing, with the ald of a short focus tel- 
escope placed about two feet distant, 
the illuminated ofl droplet as it floats 


in the air Betw the plates. The 
appearance of this droplet is that of 
a brilliant star on a biack back- 


ground. 

By suspending these minute oil 
droplets in rareficld gases instead of 
in air at atmospheric pressure, Prof. 
Millikan has been able to make the 
droplets partake of the motions of 
agitation of the molecules to such an 
extent that they can be seen by any 
observer to dance violently about un- 
der the bombardment which they re- 
ceive from the fiying air molecules. 
Then, by measuring accurately the 
amount of motion of agitation of the 
oll drops and comparing it with the 
motions which they assume under the 
influence of an electric field because 
of the charge which they carry, Prof. 
Millikan has been able to make an 
exact and certain identification of the 
electrical charge carried by an at- 
mospheric ion, with the el 
charge carried by univalent fons ia 
solution. 

This work not only furnishes com- 
plete proof of the correctness of the 
atomic theory of electricity, but gives 
a much more satisfactory demonstra- 
tion than had before been found of 
the perpetual dance of the molecules 
of matter. 

The electric atom is certainly small 
beyond comprehension, and its defi- 
nite Isolation and exact measure- 
ment stands forth as ohe of the clev- 
erest, as UW is also one of the most 
important achievements of modern 


physics.

SIX THOUSAND TROOPS 


GOING TO MANEUVER 


LL local organizations of the Na- 
tional Guard of California will 
leave tomorrow night for Salinas, 
where, as a part of the Red Army, 
they will enter upon a ten days’ cam- 
paign against San Francisco, which 
point will be defended by the Blue 
Army, composed of regulars under 
command of Col. Cornelius Gardner, 
Sixteenth United States Infantry. It 
is anticipated that the attacking army 
will be composed entirely of State 
troops, under command of Brig.-Gen. 
Wankowski, who is now at San Fran- 
Cisco arranging details of the joint 
Maneuvers with Adjt.-Gen. Forbes 
and Brig.-Gen. Schuyler, U. 8. A., 
commanding the Department of Cali- 
fornia, who as chief umpire will have 
supreme command of the joint cam- 
The total forces engaged will 
number about 6000. 

Two special trains will be required 
to transport the Southern California 
organizations, leaving the Arcade Sta- 
tion at 6:30 and 7:45 p. m. respec- 
tively; the first will carry Battery A, 
field artillery, brigade headquarters, 
and Troop D; the second will bear the 
Seventh Infantry, with medical offi- 
cets and detachment hospital corps. 
Their equipment includes a total of 
240 horses and mules, with ten wag- 
ons for transportation of eompany 
supplies. 

The Red force will concentrate at 
Salinas, 120 miles south of San Fran- 
cisco, with the exception of the ar- 
tillery, which last will detrain at Coy- 
ote. near San Jose, and there go into 
camp and remain for several days in- 
struction in close-order dril] and field 
training, including the reconnaissance, 
selection, and occupation of firing po- 
sitions and the delivery of fire. Upon 
the conclusion of this work they will 
be conducted by an umpire to join 
their respective commands. Mean- 
while all troops except the artillery 
will have remained at their concen- 
tration points during the 12th and 
{3th instants, working out the prob- 
lems in union tactics required by the 
War Department, and commencing 
the maneuver problem on the 1ith 
by advancing toward each other.

DEFENSE WALL. 


District Attorney Goes After 


“Alibi” Witnesses. 


Court Rules for the Defense 
in Harriman Matter. 


Unionite Boss Is Put Outside 
Bar Railing. 


Rebuttal testimony was introduced 
by the prosecution yesterday in the 
Darrow case in order to contra- 
dict the testimony of some of 
the defense witnesses. Consider- 

time was taken in the at- 
tempted impeachment of Frank E. 
Wolfe, formerly employed by the Mc- 
Namara lawyers. 
Wolfe in a way made an alleged 
alibi for Darrow on the morning of 
November 28 by declaring he came to 
town on the same car and that the 
two went to the office of the defense 
in the Higgins building, and that he 
was with the defendant at the time 


In to disprove this testimony 
Capt. Fredericks pot on a number of 
witnesses who sald that Wolfe us- 
wally went down town between 8 and 
9 in the morning. Severa! conductors 
remembered having seen Wolfe on 
their cars at various times, thus tend- 
Ing to show that the defense witness 
did not have regular hours of coming 
to the city from hig home in South 
Hollyw 

Several of the witnesses were sub- 
jected to long cross examinations by 
Darrow, Rogers and Appel. 


TAME SESSION. 
Yesterday was another uninterest- 
ing day. Judge Hutton adhered to 


Mey to further examine Edward 
Adams Cantrell as to conversations 
he is said to have had with Job Har- 
fiman. However, Harriman insisted 
that the objections be with@rawn in 
order that the leader of the opposi- 
tion to Harriman in Socialist ranks 
might be cross-examined as to his 
reasons for being willing to appear 
against his former associate. This 
unusual procedure was not carried 
out as Capt. Fredericks withdrew Ris 
witness and thus left the defense with 
no foundation for cross-examination 
or impeaching questions.

GIVES HIS RULING. 

When court convened yesterday 
morning Judge Hutton stated that aft- 
er reading the authorities suggested 
by the District Attorney he found 
no reason for changing his decision 
of the previous afternoon when he 
ruled that no testimony could be in- 
troduced in rebuttal to impeach the 
evidence of Job Harriman, who fatly 
denied the testimony of several wit- 
nesses for the prosecution. 

Under this ruling of course the 
questions asked Edward Adams Can- 
trell in regard to alleged conversa- 
tions with Harriman were stricken 
out. Capt. Fredericks motioned the 
witness to stand aside but the defense 
halted him. There was a vigorous 
consultation between Harriman, 
Rogers, Appel and others. Soon 
Rogers announced that Harriman 
wished an opportunity to cross-ex- 
amine his former associate and there- 
fore they “waived” the sustaining of 
the defendant's objection. Capt. 
Fredericks stared at the lawyer in as- 
tonishment. 

“Your honor, the defense cannot 
fix things to sult themselves,” said 
the District’ A “This is a 
proceeding of law. Counsel on oppos- 
ing sides differed as to the construc- 
tion of the law. The court announced 
ite rul It was against the State. 
That it as far as this court is 
concerned. We are not going to take 
e lot of time tn order to satisfy Mr. 
Harriman’s desire to cross-examine 
Mr. Cantrell. If Mr. Harriman wants 
to clear up this matter let him bring 
civil action or seek publicity through 
the newspapers. This is not the time 
nor the occasion for him to vindicate 
himself, as it were.” 

IMPEACHES SOCIALIST. 

Capt. Fredericks then withdrew 
the witness and there was nothing 
left for the defense but to sneer at 
Cantrell and demand his address 
“We may want to call Edward 
Adams Cantrell,” sald Rogers with 
lowering brows.

ST. PETER’S BASILICA. 


Work Pianned Several Centuries 
Ago Is to be Completed by the Pope 
by International Subscription. 
{Denver Republican:] The final re- 
port of the architects’ committee in 
charge of the work of completing St. 
Peter's Basilica, according to the orig- 
inal Michael Angelo plans, has been 
submitted to the pontiff and has re- 
ceived his full approval. 
The work cannot be completed be- 
fore three years, and during thi: time 
visitors to the most magnificent of all 
temples will see little or nothing of 
the immense change which the Bagsti- 
ica will be undergoing. The center of 
activity will be the vatican’s marble 
shop, where the immense blocks of 
veined Carrara marble will be cat to 
fit the seventy-five columns, which are 
all to be cased in marble, and also the 
many wall panels, which are now cov- 
ered with plaster. 
The work was planned several cen- 
turies ago, but never carried through, 
although three popes undertook it. 
The first was Innocent X. (1644-16651,) 
who had cased in marble many of the 
pilasters of the lateral naves. Clement 
IX. continued it, but the col?mas of 
the central nave and the upper parts 
of the cross were never touched.
